WHEREAS, such territory is needed now and has been needed by the 
City of Fort Wayne for its development; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne adopted General Ordinance No. 2447 
on February 9, 1951, annexing certain territory including that described herein¬ 
after to be effective immediately following its legal publication, which ordinance 
is now pending before the Circuit Court of Allen County on the question of the vali¬

occur prior to January 1, 1975, then and in such event the said annexation shall 
take effect on January 1, 1975, provided, however, that in the event it is deter¬ 
mined prior to January 1, 1975, that the aforesaid remonstrance to General 
Ordinance 2447 is invalid and/or insufficient, then the effective date of this 
ordinance shall be stayed pending further action of this Council.
